Milk  production  and  other  dairy  farm  products  have  been  v/oll  raaintainod 
and  the  residents  of  tho  district  have  been  amply  supplied  with  their  quota  of 
milk,  while  prioi-ity  of  milk  in  necessary  cases  has  o-lways  boon  mete  There  are 
signs  that  tho  Aircraft  production  firms  arc  gradually  closing  down  and  it  is  to 
bo  hoped  that  every  effort  v/ill  be  mo.do  to  fill  their  vacant  space  by  outside 
industries  in  preference  to  reverting  to  their  original  condition  as  weaving 
s ho  ds .

I have  pleasure  in  pr^vsenting  to  you  my  Annual 
Report  for  the  year  1944, 

The  additional  Civil  Defence  duties,  including 
Billeting,  carried  out  by  your  Sanit..ry  Inspector,  v/ere  removed  during 
the  latter  half  of  the  year,  and  the  full  energy  of  the  Department  was 
once  again  concentrated  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  and  conditions  in 
the  Urban  District. 

Labour  and  material  shortage  difficulties  have  been 
even  greater  than  in  the  previous  'rar  years  yet  it  is  noteworthy  that 
the  number  of  inspections  and  essential  housing  repairs  carried  out  hav 
increased  rather  than  decreased.

During  the  latter  half  of  the  year  a corsprohensivo 
census  of  the  premises  was  carried  out  and  each  ashbin  and  ashpit  in  tTae 
district  was  inspected.  Accordingly  a special  report  involving  1304 
inspections  of  ashbins  and  472  inspections  of  ashpits  was  presented  to  the 
Health  Ooaiaittoe  dealing  with:- 


(1)  Present  system  of  refuse  collection. 

(2)  ouggestod  system  of  refuso  collection. 

(3)  Vehicles  employee  on  cleansinen 

(4)  ^forkraen  employed  on  collection,  salvage  and  disposal 


{5)  Prevention  of  litter. 

(6)  Costings . 

(7)  Disposal  of  refuse. 


I am  of  the  opinion  that  the  ashpits  should  be 
converted  to  sufficient  ashbins  with  proper  covers  without  delay.  A scheme 
of  financial  assistance  to  the  owners  is  in  force  in  the  district  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  report  that  up  to  the  date  of  printing  this  report  168  ashpits 
have  been  abolished  and  sufficient  galvanised  asVibins  substituted.  This 
procedure  will  be  pursued  until  all  the  defective,  insanitary  and  vermin 
breeding  ashpits  are  removed. 


I advocated  a complete  re-organisation  of  the  cleansing 
services  including  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  from  all  ashbins  but 
unfortunately  owing  to  the  expected  increase  of  rates  and  uncertainty  of  the 
post  war  period^  the  Council,  in  their  wisdom,  wore  unable  to  carry  this  out 
at  the  present  time.  Progress,  was  however  made,  and  an  iniprovod  collection 
has  resulted. 


DISPOSAL  _P_F  JffiPUSS 

During  the  month  of  August  a heavy  infestation  ef 
crickets  was  found  at  the  Stoney  Bank  Tip.  This  was  causedby  a certain 
amount  of  indiscriminate  tipping,  the  tipping  of  flue  dust  and  lastly  but 
of  great  significance  the  refuso  from  ashpits  infested  with  crickets.  Some 
elgh!;  dwelling  houses  in  the  imraodiate  vicinity  also  became  infested. 

Steps  were  inmediatoly  taken  to  remove  che  nuisance. 
Baits  wore  laid  under  hesion  sacking  and  the  v/hole  tip  sprayed  with  a 
WjijJ'urc  of  black  crysilic  and  flaked  caustic.  The  tip  gates  were  constructed 
00  that  unauthorised  entry  v/as  impossible,  warning  notices  were  posted, 

•lud  the  adjoining  houses  treated  with  vermin  po'w’dor,  ' 


T'ieso  rne;thods  proved  effective  and  in  a short  period 
the  nuisance  v/as  removed. 


The.  tipping  of  refuse'  is  strictly  supervised,  all  flue 
dust  is  now  disposed  of  at  the  Council’ s ’ Sewage  works , a sleeper  track  to 
ensure  consolidation  and  facilitate ' tipping  is  laid  and  moved  each  day  at. 
the  point  of  disposal,  A full  time  man  'is'  employed  on  the  levelling, 
covering  and  sorting, 

A charge  of  l/-'  per  cart  load  and  l/6  per  motor  load 
is  made  to  all  builders  and  contra'ctors  using  the  tip.  '

Complaints  were  rccoivod  from  4 houses  of.  the  existence 
of  bed  bugs,  Thcao  premises  were  inspected  and  the  presence  of  such  vermin 
confirmed. 

Treatment  by  Zcldicade  and  Blow  lamp  was. carried  out 
v;ith  successful  results  in  three  cases  and  two  omptj^  beds  and  bedding  v/.ero 
destroyed. 


In  the  fourth  case  the  promises  were  treated  with 
Hydrogen  Cyanide  Gas,  This  process  was  duly  carried  o.ut  by  a licenced 
Cyanide  Operator  in  accordrnce  with  the  pr ovisions-- of  the  Hydrogen  Cyanide 
(Fumigation  of  buildings)  RGgulations..,193B . No  further  complaints  have 
been  received,  . , ,

and  crickets  were  also  dealt  with.

In  accordance  ¥/ith  the  J;Iinistry  of  Food  Infestation 
j3ivision  recommendation,  the  sewers  of  the  district  v/ore  surveyed  and 
oaitod  for  the  destruction  of  rats. 

The  bait  used  was  damp  sausage  rusk  with  5^^  Zinc 
Phosphide  and  20^  Barium  Carbonate  as  the  poisoning  medium.  The  whole  of 
the  sev/ers  in  the  district  were  inspected  and  out  of  a total  232 
inspection  chambers  dealt  with,  192  v/ere  used  as  baiting  points,  t)rjp 
remaining  40  chambers  were  not  baited  owing  to  covers  being  fast,  ^lability 
to  flooding  and  unsuitability  for  baiting.  The  majority  of  the  latter  wero 
betwoon  other  baiting  points  and  did  not  interfere  with  the  efficiency  of 
the  ti'batment. 


During  the  three  days  prebaiting  period,  577 
unpoisoned  baits  of  an  approximate  weight  of  6 ozs.  each  were  laid  on  the 
benching  of  the  inspection  chambers  and  48  complete  takes,  25  good  takes 
and  26  small  takes  were  recorded.  In  478  cases  the  bait  "was  not  taken  at 
all.  This  was  followed  on  the  fourth  day  by  the  poisoned  bait  placed  in 
the  same  position  as  the  prebait  and  154  baits  of  an  approximate  weight 
of  5 ozs.  each  wore  used  for  this  purpose.  1 complete  take,  7 good  takes 
and  5 small  takes  were  recorded  and  141  poisoned  baits  v/oro  not  taken  at  all. 

The  areas  chiefly  affected  were  Shu ttlev/orth  Street, 

Grove  Street,  ’’^addington  Street,  Sclbourne  Terrace  and  Duxbury  Street,  and 
to  a lesser  degree  Skipton  Road  in  the  vicinity  of  Lane  Ends,  Albion  Road 
and  Hew  Road.  Direct  evidence  of  rats  was  found  in  eight  inspection 
chambers,  and  only  tv;o  live  rats  vAore  seen  during  the  whole  of  the 
oparationa,  all  in  the  Shuttleworth  Street  area,  • 


The  work  commenced  on  12th  April  and  completed  on  lOth 
June,  with  an  interval  of  two  weeks  from  22nd  May  to  ^th  June,  the  whole 
operation  taking  the  major  part  6f  six  weeks.  The  materials  used  w'ero 
75  IDs.  Sausage  rusk,  2 lbs.  Barium  Carbonate  compound  and  ^ Zinc 

Phosphide, 

Since  the  majority  of  the  rats  which  have  taken  the 
poison  die  in  the  dead  ends  and  drier  parts  of  the  sewers  and  are  not 
likely  to  bo  found  at  the  sewage  outfall  excopt  in  tiraos  of  flood,  the 
number  of  rats  killed  during  baiting  operations  can  only  be  estimated,  and 
the  Ministry  Of  Food  have  evolved  a formulco  for  this  purpose  based  on  the 
amount  of  poison  bait  take.  Hsing  this  formula  with  the  present  poison 
bait  take  givos  r.n  os  time,  tod  kill  of  217  rats.
